ADMITS THAT COURTS HAVE 
SHRUNK IN PUBLIC ESTEEM 


IN A. P. ADDRESS 


NEW YORK, April 24.—( . 
.orney General Murphy, declaring 
.t was a "bitter but undeniable 
fact" that courts have shrunk in 
public esteem, called today for do- 
tlnlte action "to protect them from 
every .Influence .that is degrading 
and Shclean." 
Addressing the annual luncheon 


of the Associated Press, Murphy 
spoke of "Isolated cases of mis- 
conduct that have shocked us all, 
and said these steps were needed 
imneratively In the courts: 
"We must organize their work 


under careful administrative super- 
vision. 
"We must In every possible way 
keep them clear of politics and 
patronage. 
"We must protect them from 


every influence that is degrading 
and unclean." 
Murphy was introduced by Rob 


ert McLean, president of the As- 
sociated Press, who read a letter 
from President Roosevelt, in which 
the president said he was unable 
to attend because of the pressure 
of official duties and previous en- 
gagements. 


"And 
besides all of those known 
engagements," the letter said, "tHe 
tension of these days is so groat, 
particularly in foreign affairs, that 
I have to consider unforscen cir- 
cumstances when I make an en- 
gagement demanding my presence 
outside Washington. 
If the courts are not above suspi- 


cion, he told the editors and pub- 
lishers, "then the preservation of 
civil liberties is not beyond suspi- 
sion." Ho added: 
"Freedom of the press, for ex- 
ample, ultimately depends in large 
degree on whether or hot the courts 
give is fearless protection and care- 
ful Interpretation. 
"It Is a bitter but undeniable 
fact that our courts do not njoy 
the unquestioned respect, that they 
had a generation ago. 
"The 
underlying trouble," said 


Murphy, "springs from inefficient 
administration and a tendency to 
let politics creep in. 
"The first of these weaknesses, 


Inefficiency, is painfully evident in 
the congested condition of court 
dockets and the almost complete

AUSTIN, April 24.—W)—Execu- 


tion of two men at the state pen- 
itentiary on Sunday caused a brief 
uproar in tho legislature today. 
Rep. Roy G. Baker of Sherman 
asked tho house of representatives 
to urge tho board of pardons not 
to permit executions hereafter on 
Sundays but aftor a flurry of dis- 
cussion his resolution was sent to 
committee. 


Declarations the board should be 
"reprimanded" and that Texas was 
"disgraced" wore heard. 
The men put to death yesterday 
were Gonaro Lugo, 23, convicted of 
slaying a night watchman, and 
James Clifford Miles, 22, a negro, 
convicted of rape. 
"This has nothing to do with 
capital punishment but simply Is 
a protest against 
executions on 
Sundays," Baker told tho house. 


"God 
sot apart one day in tho 
wook for rest and work, Thoro 
aro six other days for executions. 
"I think the executions on Sun- 
day wore a disgrace to Texas and 
should never occur again." They 
were the first in the history of 
Toxas. 
Ho added "you all know how tho 
governor feels about It." 
Brings Quick Comment 
Reference to Governor W. Leo 


O'Danlel, opponent of capital pun- 
ishment who has granted 30-day 
reprieves, the maximum w.lthin his 
power, to all condemned slayers; 
brought quick comment from Rop, 
Cllnto Kersey of Bridgeport, 


Korsoy asserted tho governor had 
been warned by tho state board of 
pardons, the real power over clem- 
ency In Texas, that if he continued 
to grant reprieves so that execu- 
tion dates fell , on Sundays the 
board would not grant extensions. 
Former warden at the peniten- 
tiary, Rop. E. F. Harrell of Paris, 
strode to the loud speaker mlcro- 
jhono and declared most governors 
,iad glvon men under death sen- 
tences 30-day reprieves and in this 
instance "tho board should be rep- 
rimanded." 
A consistent critic of the gov- 


ernor, Rep. W. J, Galbreath of 
Wharton, tried to speak and was 
shouted down by Baker, who roar- 
ed tho governor had been brought 
into house discussions far too many 
times.

S1SIDYPROPOSAL 


APPROXIMATELY TWO CENTS 
PER POUND ON AS MUCH AS 
7,000,000 BALES PLANNED 


WASHINGTON, April 22.— </P>- 


Sonator Banlchead (D-Ala) 
an- 


nounced today President Roose- 
velt had agreed to a cotton ex- 
port proposal calling for payment 
of a subsidy of about two cents a 
pound on as much as 7,000,000 
bales of this year's cotton crop. 


The proposal revises somewhat 
the administration's original plan 
for subsidizing exportation of 11,- 
000,000 bales of cotton held under 
government loan. 


The Alabama senator added that 


the revised program had received 
almost unanimous support of the 
Southern cotton bloc at a confer- 
ence today. 


Under the plan, the secretary 


of agriculture would pay a sub- 
sidy on cotton during the 12- 
month season starting August 1 
of this year. 


Exporters could be paid either 


In cash or with cotton from loan 
stocks. 


None of the loan stocks could 


be used, however, until after Jan- 
uary 1, 1040, Bankhead said. 


The senator said the compro- 


mise provisions would be attached 
to the agricultural appropriations 
bill now pending in the senate. 


He said Southern and Western 


senators would request a fund of 
$240,000,000 for removal of surplus 
commodities, with about $60,000,000 
to be made available for the cot- 
ton program.

the free flow of this year's cotton 
crop in the normal channels of 
trade, Bankhead said.
